The undersigned is the attorney of record for the above-referenced patent 
application and was handling the prosecution of the application while a partner at Lahive 
& Cockfield, LLP. Effective July 30, 2003, the undersigned retired from Lahive & 
Cockfield, LLP and, effective August 11, 2003, joined the Boston office of Edwards & 
Angell, LLP as a partner in the firm's Intellectual Property Practice Group.

On August 1, 2003, Fry Heath & Spence, European patent counsel for the owner 
of the above-referenced patent application, instructed Lahive & Cockfield to transfer the 
application file to Edwards & Angell, LLP so that the undersigned could continue to 
prosecute the application.

The docket clerk at Lahive & Cockfield advised the undersigned that she had sent the 
Office Communication mailed August 19,2003 under cover of a letter from Lahive &

the Edwards & Angell mailroom and docketing department had no record of ever having 
received the September 2, 2003 letter from the Lahive & Cockfield docket clerk.

§§1.821-1.825. Pursuant to 37 CFR §1. 137(b)(2), Applicants submit a check to cover the 
amount of $1330 for the petition fee under 37 C.F.R. §1.17(m). Pursuant to 37 CFR 
§1.1 37(b)(3), Applicants state the entire delay in filing the above-mentioned Amendment 
and Response to Notice to Comply in reply to the Office Communication mailed August 
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19, 2003 until the filing of this Petition was unintentional. A terminal disclaimer is not 
required under 37 CFR §1 .137(d) because the subject application is a utility application 
filed after June 8, 1995.
